protests from v irtu a lly every state 
signed by w om en’s w elfare organiz­ 
ations, church w orkers and business 
houses w ere presented to the senate 
p rohibition com m ittee today, plead­ 
in g th a t th e prohibition law be per­ 
m itted to stand as it is. 
Those from 40 W o m en ’s C hristian 
T em perance U nions w ere fram ed in 
th e sam e w ords as the Ann Arbor, 
Mich., Post: 
“ We protest ag a in st any modifi­ 
cation of the Volstead code.” 
M any of the petitions were tele 
graphed. 
F ive M ethodist churches in A la­ 
b am a filled out a 
form al 
protest 
w hich 
w as 
m im eographed 
w ith 
b la n k spaces left only for the nam e 
of the church and th e num ber of 
th e congregation. 
F ive hundred citizens of Indiana 
signed a p ara g ra p h plea for re te n ­ 
tion of th e present law. 
They did 
not identify them selves.

BUCKNER FAVORS THE 
MODIFICATION OF DRY ACT 


W ashington, 
April 
8.— Modifica 
tion of the Volstead act would be a 
good th in g for prohibition enforce­ 
m ent, D istrict A ttorney E m ory 
R. 
B uckner of New York told the sen­ 
a te prohibition 
in v estig atin g 
com­ 
m ittee today. 
B uckner was called ju st after tes­ 
tim ony from a Chicago delegation of 
w ets had been introduced into the 
m inutes. 
B uckner argued th a t co-operation 
betw een states and the federal gov­ 
ern m en t was necessary and th a t he 
believed th a t if congress would per­ 
m it his sta te to define th e alcoholic 
contents of beverages the sta te would 
help enforce the law. 
“ It would be a perfectly rational 
step in prohibition enforcem ent 
to 
m odify th e Volstead law, to dangle 
such a bait before th e states to get 
th e ir co-operation,” he said. 
“ rf the one half of one per cent 
provision of the Volstead act was 
elim inated and th e sta te perm itted 
to define w h at is an 
intoxicating 
beverage, I believe you would devel­ 
op th e necessary p artn e rsh ip between 
th e 
federal 
governm ent 
and 
the 
s ta te .” 
Unless th is is done, B uckner said, 
p resent court facilities in New York 
sta te alone would have to be increas­ 
ed $75,000,000 a y ear by add in g 150 
co u rts additional to han d le prohibi­ 
tion cases.

The once fiery leader of the social­ 
ist party, m any tim es socialist c a n ­ 
didate for president of th e United 
States, Is restin g in Berm uda. 
Ad­ 
vancing age has rapidly dimm ed his 
eyes; his slender form is w eakening; 
the voice th a t ran g to his ‘com rades’ 
in eloquent appeals for socialist p rin ­ 
ciples, is cracking. 
Now in solitude 
and v irtu a l retirem en t on a tropical 
Island In the A tlantic, w ith only his 
wife, K ath e rin e, as com panion, 
he 
looks hack at the land of his n a tiv ­ 
ity, th e scene of his m any conflicts, 
and fears th a t henceforth he m ay be 
forced to view the 
U nited 
S tates 
“ from afa r th ro u g h the w istful eyes 
of an undesirable alien.” 
The letter was addressed to “Com­ 
rade George H. K irk p atric k ,” execu­ 
tive secretary of the socialist party. 
It relates his difference w ith A m eri­ 
can and B ritish 
au th o rities 
since 
leaving th e United States. 
T here is 
not, the least suggestion in the le t­ 
ter th a t Debs is re tra c tin g even the 
slightest from his socialist doctrine 
or would disavow the 
policies 
for 
which he served p en iten tiary se n t­ 
ences.

B uckner amplified his proposition 
for modification upon fu rth er ques­ 
tioning by the committee. 
He said 
he th o u g h t congress m ight 
set 
a 
maxim um figure for alcoholic con­ 
tent, b u t would offer no suggested * 
figure. 
Then, he said, th e states 
could 
perm it beer and lig h t wines lf they 
wished. 
“ Any 
alcoholic 
content ‘ t h e y 
would fix would autom atically 
be 
the federal law in th a t sta te ,” 
he 
*aid. 
“Of course, th a t would m ake 
different prohibition laws in differ­ 
ent states, but we have th a t now .” 
Buckner's exam ination w as ended 
at noon and the com m ittee adjourn­ 
ed until tomorrow when it w ill hear 
American Federation of Labor lead­ 
ers.

celebration, sailed today for Tripoli. 
The superficial wound Inflicted In 
the cartilage of the prem ier's nose 
seemed not to discommode him. Smil­ 
ing above heaps of co ngratulatory 
messages from all over the 
world, 
Mussolini completed p reparations for 
the departure 
T h e utm ost precautions were ta k ­ 
en to prevent public disorders d u r­ 
ing tile duce's absence. 
Mussolini sailed aboard the dread­ 
nou g h t Favour, escorted 
by 
other 
warships.

T he African journey is hailed by 
fascist! as in au g u ra tin g a new era 
of Italian colonial and sea power. 
Hailing sh he did from Fium ielno, at 
the m outh of tile storied Tiller, Mus­ 
solini's departure was rem iniscent of 
the Caesars,

crowds 
gathered

front of the Chigl Palace today to 
reaffirm their loyalty to the duce and 
to express with cheers th eir th a n k s­ 
giving that he escaped death. 
Suddenly appearing on a balcony 
above the crowd, Mussolini

Munt before the Hon. Violet Gibson, 
.daughter of the late Lord Ashburn**, 
discharged a revolver in his face. 
“ I want you to hear my voice,” 
roared Mussolini.

ed its beating.

Miss Gibson is believed to

planned to assassinate Mussolini

Surfacing m aterial placed on h ig h ­ 
ways from 1921 to 1925 would build 
a pyramid ns high as the great p y ra­ 
mids of Cheops, which is 482 
feet 
high and would cover 
5 Mi 
acres, 
statisticians pointed out. 
To transport these surfacing m a­ 
terials would require 3,228 train s of 
steel hopper cars extending a 
dis­ 
tance of 1,641 miles, or 195,680 cars 
with a capacity of BO tons each. 
The 
highw ay 
d ep artm en t 
has 
built 3,575 miles of grading, 3,238 
miles of gravel surfacing and 
575 
miles of paving In addition to exten­ 
sive bridge construction and replace­ 
ment 
and 
m aintenance 
operators 
over the en tire 
7,000 
mile 
trunk 
highw ay system. 
Nearly 
10,000,000 
tons of 
dry 
m aterial has been dumped 
on 
the 
highw ays 
in 
surfacing operations. 
in the construction of 575 miles of 
paving it took 1,847,000 cubic yards 
of m aterial or a q u an tity sufficient 
to erect a wall 4 72 miles long, IO 
feet high and two feet thick. 
Such 
a wall would extend from St. Paul 
to Winnipeg. 
The am o u n t of earth and stone 
moved by the dep artm en t during tin* 
last five years would

'IXT’HEN the small family group of primi- 
* * 
tive man expanded into the cave com­ 
munity, a means of communicating beyond 
the normal range of the voice became impera­ 
tive.
